Under phase two of the Elec- 
tronics Technician Direct Pro- 
curement Petty Officer Program, 
36 weeks of instruction in elec- 
tronics technology at San Fran- 
cisco’s Elkins Institute is being 
offered male high school gradu- 
ates between 17 and 24. 

As a pilot program the Navy 
has authorized only the San Fran- 
cisco and Philadelphia Recruiting 
Districts to offer this enlistment 
incentive, The San Francisco 
District encompasses Northern 
California, most of Nevada, Utah 
and Hawaii. 

Although those accepted for the 
program will be on active duty 
and drawing $405 monthly in pay 
and allowances, they will not be 
issued uniforms during their ci- 
vilian schooling. After the first 
20 weeks of school, they will be 
promoted to E-2 and their pay 
will go up to $440. 

Upon completion of the full 36 
weeks, they will be automatically 
promoted to E-3 and transferred 
to San Diego for recruit training. 
After boot camp, they will re- 
ceive two to 12 weeks additional 
training before reporting for 
duty with the fleet. However, 
they will be promoted to E-4 be- 
fore such assignment, 

While attending Elkins Insti 
tute, the students will be under 
the military and administrative 
control of the commanding offi- 
cer of the Naval Station, Treas- 
ure Island, 

While a six-year enlistment is 
required for all men who com- 
plete the 36 weeks, a man dis- 
enrolled from the school during 
the first 20 weeks will have to 
serve only four years or he may 
compete for a Navy school seat 
after boot camp. Students dis- 
enrolled after 20 weeks may re- 
quest their enlistment be modi- 
fied to require an additional 
three weeks service for each 
week of advanced schooling re 
ceived. 

The Navy will evaluate this 
program to test the cost effec- 
tiveness of this method of train- 
ing versus the training received 


in comparable Navy schools.
